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Tri-Towns Tune In 
ORCTV Planning for Public Access 
By Robert Chiarito 

As Executive Director Brian Alves sits at his desk 
in the new office space in the Old Rochester Community 
Television (ORCTV) studio, he wears the broad smile of 
man who is proud of his work. He has a lot to be proud 
of. Over the past five months he and his crew have trans- 
formed the tri-town area's public access television studio 
in the basement of Old Rochester Regional High School 
from a meager studio with outdated technology into a 
state-of-the-art, digital-age gem. 

When Mr. Alves first arrived from Salem Public 
Access TV to take over the reins at ORCTV in February, 
the studio he inherited was equipped with well-worn 
cameras that fed into four older tape decks and pro- 
duced only a few hours of local programming per month 
on a limited broadcast system. After much hard work 
and thousands of dollars worth of renovations to the 
space — provided by Comcast subscribers to ORCTV 
via the tri-towns — it is now a fully digital state-of-the- 
art production and educational facility that broadcasts 
24-hours-a-day, seven days a week. With all of the new 
equipment and soon-to-be-completed editing rooms, the

facility is of the level and quality that one would find in 
any major market television studio. The station is capable 
of producing all of its own programming and invites the 
community to become involved in filling out the weekly 
programming schedule by becoming members of ORCTV 
and producing their own shows. 

"There is a lot of opportunity for people to come 
in here and produce a show," said Mr. Alves. The new 
technology is very user-friendly and can be used both in 
the studio and on location. Mr. Alves explained, "We've 
purchased equipment that anybody can come in, press a

button, and be on their way." 

He added, "As the name implies, this is public ac- 
cess for everybody. We want people to come and use this 
facility. We want to reach out to kids, to adults, to teenag- 
ers, to everybody." 

Production workshops are available to station 
members who have paid their annual membership fee of 
just $1 per year Crews can also be provided, when neces- 
sary, to assist in the making of any ORCTV production. 

ORCTV currently produces about 12 hours of 
local programming each week and would like to fill the 
schedule, as much as possible, with locally-produced 
shows. In addition to local shows, the viewing schedule is 
currently rounded out with a variety of material ranging 
from public domain movies and children's cartoons to 
shows with such titles as Army Newswatch, Music and The 
Spoken Word and Penny Dreadful's Shilling Shockers. 

Unlike other television outlets, public access is 
not limited by traditional format restrictions. "You can 
have a five-minute show, a ten-minute show, a half -hour 
show, really any length show you like here," said Mr. 
Alves. 

One of the works presented recently on ORCTV 
was a documentary by local filmmaker Courtney Sell that 
focused on one of the victims of Hurricane Katrina as he 
returned to his home in Mississippi. Having received a 
number of positive reviews following the broadcast of his 
fibn, Mr. Sell is currently using equipment provided by

Lastly, the board voted to sign and approve an 
employment agreement with newly-appointed Deputy 
Fire Chief Andrew Murray at a rate of $810 per week, sub- 
ject to contractual requirements, with Chairman Collyer 
abstaining. 

At 6:05 pm the board met with Highway Survey- 
or Barry Denham to discuss the installation of new street 
signs which will take place throughout town. According 
to Mr Denham, new federal requirements call for reflec- 
tive signs which are at least nine inches tall, with six-inch 
lettering.

2006. That was the notice I never got (for this year). My 
intention wasn't to be taken off the list, but I never got the 
letter."

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implant- 
ed in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police 
to recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under skin of a cat 
or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house 
will reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a 
microchip is more Uke an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog 
or cat. You then register the microchip number and the 
process is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for 
cats that go outdoors as cat are almost always losing their 
collars with associated ID tags.

Local Grants Awarded 

State Representative William Straus (D-Matta- 
poisett) recently announced the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council grants in the amount of $24,190 to local cultural 
councils (LCC), and $9,440 for the Creative Schools 
Program. This year's funding totals $33,630 — up from 
$17,170 in Fiscal Year 2006. 

The LCC Program is the most extensive cultural 
funding system of its kind in the nation. This grassroots 
network provides funding to every Massachusetts city 
and town through 329 LCCs and 2,500 volunteer mem- 
bers. The councils support commimity-based projects 
that explore local arts and history, expand education and 
accessibility, and celebrate diversity. FY 2007 grant monies 
to be distributed are as follows: 

• Fairhaven Cultural Council: $5,370; 

• Marion Cultural Council: $4,000; 

• Mattapoisett Cultural Council: $4,000; 

• Middleboro Cultural Council: $6,820; and 

• Rochester Cultural Council: $4,000. 

The Creative School Program funds schools and 
school districts working to integrate arts and culture into 
the curriculum connecting students in Grades 2-5 to read- 
ing, writing and imderstanding poetry. This is the first 
year of a two-year grant for the Old Rochester Regional 
School District in the amount of $9,440. 

Representative Straus said, "With these grants the 
MCC allows children and adults to empower themselves 
with the knowledge to learn about the local arts, history, 
theater, and much more." 

The MCC will distribute more than $8 million in 
direct grants across the state of Massachusetts.

dramatic effect. As an active member of the Boston Blues 
Society, Mr. Cowan says he has tried to do his part to 
"educate and enrich the blues fan base in Massachusetts" 
through his paintings, utilizing high-exposure venues of 
coffeehouses such as Starbucks and Perks to reach a wide 
swath of the public, though his prints may be viewed as 
far away as the Bojangles Jazz Club in Paris, France. 

G. Bruce West, a longtime resident of Marion, 
has had several artistic pursuits over the years including 
writing, composing and painting. He has published his 
poetry and prose and created a CD of his music. Recently 
he returned to his first love, painting. He states: "These 
pieces represent to me a kind of synthesis of my life as an 
artmaker ... A provocative idea dawned on me one day 
while painting under the stimulus of music. Why not 
paint a musician playing visual notes, but not of actual 
notes — something else like flowers or birds or anything 
as metaphors for the music?" 

The body of work included in the exhibition is the 
result of West's experimentation with new concepts in a 
lyrical, free technique using a variety of media including 
copper and paint.

Fearless. Starring Jet Li and Shido Nakamura. Directed 
by Ronny Yu. Running time: 103 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Jet Li's Fearless (as it's credited in the ads and onscreen) 
feels like his martial-arts valedictory, the way Clint Eastwood's 
Unforgiven was his Final Statement on the Western. Both 
films weigh the costs of violence and revenge, and although 
Fearless isn't a gnarled classic like Unforgiven, it's similarly 
a beloved action star's meditation on the genre that made him. 
Jet Li has been working towards this film; Hero and Unleashed 
both expressed a certain growing reticence to fight, an urge for 
something deeper in hfe. As such, it reveals Li as a thoughtful 
man trying to honor his violent screen past and put it behind 
him, and with the help of director Ronny Yu (in probably his 
most restrained mode) and master fight choreographer Yuen 
Woo-Ping, he succeeds. 

Li plays Huo Yuanjia, a real-life turn-of-the-century mar- 
tial-arts master who took on various foreign fighters to defend 
the honor of China. Amusingly, the film's depiction of one of 
Huo's battles was rather more anticlimactic in real hfe: he was 
supposed to face the burly British opponent Hercules O'Brien 
(played here by Nathan Jones, who was also in Tony Jaa's 
recent The Protector), but O'Brien was a no-show. He isn't a 
no-show in the movie, wherein Huo fights him and ends up sav- 
ing O'Brien's life. By that point, Huo has already gone through 
a baptism of fire and embraced a humbler, more spiritual way 
of life. There was a time when he would' ve let O'Brien die. 

The movie follows Huo from his unpromising days as a 
hothead and terrible student to an up-and-coming master of his 
clan's style of Wushu fighting. Huo beats everyone, even the 
punk who once humiliated him when they were both striplings. 
He becomes arrogant, stuffed plump with drink and praise. 
Everyone wants to be his disciple; only a fool wouldn't. Huo 
is riding high, but when he faces the tough, revered Master 




Chin — who lays a smackdown on one of Huo's disciples for 
offending his wife — he wins the match but loses far more. 

After about an hour of flashy, expertly staged fights. Fearless 
goes inward, finding Huo hving monkhke in a village, plant- 
ing crops and helping a blind woman cook meals. He learns to 
stand still and appreciate the rush of wind through the leaves 
— / am still standing, he seems to be thinking, and the wind 
teaches me that I am still alive. The movie becomes sedate 
and spiritual without losing its power. Huo must renounce the 
reasons he used his virtuosic skills — glory, money — and go 
back to basics. Wushu must not divide; it must unite. Fearless 
is a deeply Asian film, and refreshing because of it. Its drama 
unfolds in the gradual shift of Huo's philosophy. 

Jet Li was a bit posed and stiff in Hero, but he seemed 
childlike and eager in Unleashed; it was at that point, I think, 
that he started wanting to pass on what he'd learned in life, 
rather than (or in addition to) just thrilling audiences by bust- 
ing heads. In Fearless he gives perhaps his most engaged 
and engaging performance ever, running the gamut — proud, 
foolish, devastated, becalmed, compassionate, grateful. His 
moves, as always, are savagely beautiful and, this time, more 
emotionally expressive. Though not as stately as other wuxia 
films like Hero or Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, the movie 
manages to be eligiac and ultimately touching in its own way. 
It's a fine swan song.

Long before the cult of so-called "conspiracy 
theorists" came into vogue, before Oliver Stone made 
everyone wonder what really happened in Dealey 
Plaza on November 22, 1963, before Mulder and 
Scully began questioning the "powers that be," and 
even before people began huddling around the radio in 
the wee hours of the morning to listen to Art Bell rant 
and rave, a modest and scholarly professor working at 
UMass Dartmouth — then. Southeastern Massachusetts 
University — invested his heart, mind and soul into 
patiently researching the facts surrounding the political 
assassinations of John F. Kennedy, Robert F. Kennedy, 
and Martin Luther King. 

After hearing the stunningly sad news of Dr. Philip 
H. Melanson's passing last week, I was at least com- 
forted by the fact that I had the unique opportunity to 
know him, albeit briefly, first as a student in his popular 
"Political Assassinations in the U.S." course at SMU, 
then later when I had the chance to interview him in his 
Marion home upon the publication of his fascinating 
book. The Robert F. Kennedy Assassination: New Rev- 
elations on the Conspiracy and Coverup, 1968-1991 . 

I remember dutifully listening to him discuss the 
years of research that went into the book and sensing his 
pride at being able to establish and coordinate the Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy Assassination Archives — the world's 
largest collection of documents, oral and video history 
tapes, and private papers on the subject — which now 
remain permanently housed in the UMass Dartmouth 
Library, thanks to his tireless efforts. 

And even though Dr. Melanson became something 
of a local celebrity, having written or co-written some 
14 books, after lecturing at countless universities and 
conferences, and after appearing on over 30 news 
documentaries and interview programs including CNN, 
National Public Radio, BBC News, the CBS Evening 
News, ABC's Prime Time Live, and Inside Edition, he 
still seemed surprised and a little flattered when I asked 
him to sign my copy of The Robert F. Kennedy Assas- 
sination after our interview.

I know descriptions 
like "mild-mannered" 
and "modest" can be cliche, 
but they perfectly capture the essence of 
Dr. Melanson. He was truly a gentleman and a scholar, 
someone whose curiosity about several key events in 
recent history readily became contagious after speaking 
with him for just a few minutes. And I was always struck 
by how he held firm to his own beliefs and opinions 
but never forced them onto anyone else; nor would he 
dismiss other's theories out of hand, either. Everything 
remained viable and he was a staunch supporter of col- 
lecting data and analyzing all the facts before reaching 
any final conclusion. 

As a fledgling freshman trying to balance the 
demands of my full course load while working at the 
college newspaper, I can remember actually looking 
forward to Dr. Melanson's course and seldom miss- 
ing a session (which I have to admit wasn't the case 
with some other courses). Later, I became a fan of Dr. 
Melanson, the author, eagerly devouring his books on 
RFK, MLK and JFK. 

Indeed, UMass Dartmouth and the southeastern 
Massachusetts region, in general, greatly benefitted 
from having someone the caliber of Dr. Melanson 
among its ranks. He instilled a sense of wonder and 
healthy curiosity in his students while delving deeper 
into subjects which others might have shied away from 
or, in some cases, deemed "off limits." 

For Dr. Melanson, the only limits were maybe those 
of one's own mind. 

But even that he might politely challenge.

Associate members may 
vote in the temporary absence of a regidar member 
on the regular business of the finance committee 
but may serve and participate on any subcommit- 
tees (e.g., Capital Planning Subcommittee) of the 
finance committee as fully as regular members. 

Article 21. Amend Article 9.5 of the 
Zoning Bylaws by adding the following language 
to the end of the section: 

"The applicant shall also notify the Tree Warden, 
Building Commissioner and Building Inspector 
prior to any plan submission."
